NEW AND TRADITIONAL 
INDUSTRIES IN THE NORTH MIDLAND REGION

INCE THE WAR the industrial North Midlands has played an 

increasingly important part in the national economy by means 

of large increases in productive capacity and valuable contribu- 
tions to the export drive. In more than one industry the mainspring 
of the national effort is contained within the six counties comprising 
the North Midland Region—Derbyshire (less the High Peak 
District), Leicestershire, Lincolnshire, Northamptonshire, Notting- 
hamshire and Rutland—while the overall picture shows an area of 
industrial activity as diversified as the terrain is varied. 

In coal mining, lace, hosiery, chemical products, furniture and 
footwear, and in the making of world famous jet engines and bicycles, 
hundreds of firms, large and small, are adding their quota of courage, 
experience and hard work to our national industrial effort. 

The second largest and the smallest counties in the country— 
Lincolnshire and Rutland—are contained within the Region. The 
east is largely agricultural and the greatest concentrations of 
industry are in the north, west and south. Much of the industrial 
activity is sited on the coalfield of the north-west and west and the 
ironstone fields of the north and south. 

The Region is prosperous and suffers little from unemployment. 
Despite recent trade recessions and material shortages, the un- 
employment figure for the Region as a whole stands at less than 1 per 
cent. of the insured lation. There is, in fact, a sho’ of 
labour in many parts of the area, although in some parts of the 


Nottinghamshire, Derbyshire and Leicestershire coalfields, and in 
the steel towns of Scunthorpe and Corby there is a reserve of women 
and girl workers, a common feature of the heavy industrial areas. 
It has been the policy of the Board of Trade to steer industries to 
these areas which could attract into paid employment the maximum 
number of women by providing them with employment within 
reasonable travelling distance of their homes. In consequence, 
offshoots of the footwear, hosiery and clothing industries 
have been set up in some of these areas and have helped to remove 
a number of production bottlenecks in those trades. 

Although the Region generally is one of full employment, one 
must except the holiday resorts along the Lincolnshire coast which 
have always been a problem, for there is little or nothing there to 
replace the ample work of the holiday seasons during the rest of the 
year. While labour is at a premium during the holidays, and 
workers have to be imported from other parts of the country, even 
residents are hard pressed to find work during the “ off season.” 
With this situation in mind, the Board of Trade, and other Govern- 
ment Departments, have tried to persuade industrialists to establish 
branches in the area. Few industries can be complementary to the 
holiday trades and manufacturers have been afraid of losing their 
labour during the summer months to the highly paid seasonal 
employment. Murphy Radio Ltd., of Welwyn Garden City, 
decided to take the risk, and took over a skating rink at Skegness for 
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assembly work, and they have found that many people prefer steady 
employment to the more in-and-out work of the holiday trades. As 
will be seen later in this review, other industries have been attracted 
to the Humber Bank district and it is hoped that this trend will open 
up a period of greater prosperity for the Lincolnshire coast. 

The population of the Region in 1951 was 3,378,332, or 7-7 per 
cent. of the population of England and Wales, an increase of 15 per 
cent. on the 1931 figure. The area was 4,034,450 acres, or 10:8 per 
cent. of that of England and Wales.* The insured population in 1950 
was 1,406,880, of which 32 per cent. were women and girls. In that 
year the Region accounted for 64 per cent. of the total workers in the 
country in the lace industry, 61 per cent. in hosiery, 54 per cent. in 
footwear, 17 per cent. in tobacco, 14 per cent. in coalmining, 11 per 
cent. in agriculture, and 11 per cent. in iron and steel. 


In this necessarily brief survey of industrial development in 
the Region in the post-war years it is not possible to describe and 
pay proper tribute to everything that has been accomplished 
and to the men and women who have done the work. All that 
can be attempted is to give a few outstanding examples of the 
achievements of new and traditional industries as representative 
of the Region as a whole. 


The centre, or headquarters of the Region is Nottingham, and 
talking of Nottingham one instinctively thinks of 


Lace 





For nearly 150 years the city has been the main centre for the 
production of this delightful material and of the machinery to make it. 
By modern standards it is a comparatively small industry but a highly 
important one, since it exports a very high percentage of its products. 

The history of the industry was well summarized in the report of 
the Lace Working Party published in 1947. The report stated :— 

“Though attempts to make lace net on the fancy stocking frame 
have been in progress since 1760 and though both the point net 
machine and the warp lace machine (which is still in use) achieved 
a considerable output, the history of the lace machine may be said to 
have begun with John Heathcote’s invention in 1809 of his second

bobbin net machine. This was followed by John Leavers’ adaptation 
of it in 1813 to make the prototype of the machine still known by his 
name and which, when improved thread control was achieved by the 
use of the Jacquard principles, became the basis of the fancy lace 
machine of the present day. In 1846 the first curtain machine was 
patented and by 1851 there were about 190 such machines in the 
Nottingham area. ‘Though these machines have undergone much 
technical development and, in particular, have greatly increased in 
size and speed, their main principles remain unchanged.” 

Lace made on the versatile Leavers machine is a traditional British 
export. Indeed, so great was the overseas demand that until recently 
supplies were reserved for export. However, since October 1952, 
manufacturers of Leavers lace and of nylon plain net can now supply 
to the home market without restriction. 

The various sections of the lace trade each have their individual 
characteristics. The plain net section provides net for bridal veils, 
brassieres, corsetry, dresses, and as a base for embroidery, while the 
coarser kind is used for hat shapes and Christmas stockings. 

The relatively small Barmen machine reproduces the movements 
of the maker of hand-made bobbin lace and its products, therefore, 
closely resemble hand-made lace. They are all narrow laces and 
many are of exquisite designs. ‘The warp lace machine section makes 
Narrow insertion and edgings for trimming garments, braids, curtain 
nets and a variety of trimmings for household goods. 

A considerable trade is done in hair nets produced on either the 
Leavers or warp knitting machine. Two firms worthy of mention 
engaged in this type of lace production are Robert Shaw & Co. and 
the Byard Manufacturing Co.—both of Nottingham. 
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NOTTINGHAM’S TRADITIONAL INDUSTRY

The industry was severely constricted during the war and the 
embroidery section, which was one of the sections virtually closed 
down, has made an excellent recovery. The production of this 
section of the trade varies from the simple narrow embroidered 
edgings for underwear to the delightful complex designs used in 
ladies’ dresses and gowns. ‘Two noteworthy firms in the Nottingham 
district are the Anglo Plauen Lace Co. Ltd. and Automatic Em- 
broideries Ltd., of Nottingham. The former firm is probably the 
largest embroidery firm in the Nottingham district and has a battery 
of 15 ten-yard automatic Schiffli embroidery machines. 


Other important Nottingham sections of the trade produce lace 
furnishings and plain net. Names which come to mind are Holmes 
& Baxter Ltd. and Dobson & Brown & Co. Ltd. (both firms engaged 
in lace furnishings) and Black Bros. of Nottingham, and Boden & Co. 
Ltd., of Derby, who are in the plain net section. During the last 
war these sections of the industry produced large quantities of 
mosquito, sandfly and camouflage netting. 


The curtain section also makes bedspreads and tablecloths as well 
as lace window furnishings. 


A description of the lace industry would be incomplete without 
reference to the dyers, dressers and finishers engaged therein. 
Among recent developments in dressing is a process evolved by Basford 
Dyers Ltd., of Nottingham, which gives a new permanent finish, and 
a new pre-shrunk process which goes far to eliminate the criticism 
of housewives that lace curtains shrink after washing. 


Unlike the dressers, who normally work on commission, the 
finishers generally act as principals, purchasing goods in the brown 
state from the machine-holder and make themselves responsible for 
all processes thereafter. ‘They specialize in the processes of drawing, 
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scalloping, clipping, mending, folding, hair-net threading, carding 
and packing. 

Since the war the lace machinery industry has been steadily re- 
building itself, concentrating on lace curtain, plain net and Leavers 
machines. The firms engaged in the manufacture of lace machinery 
are all old-established, notably John Jardine Ltd., of Nottingham, 
whose reputation stands high by virtue of the excellence of their 
products. The sturdiness and accuracy of these machines is such 
that there is no great demand for new ones since they require little 
adaptation from one year to another although there is a steady demand 
for spares. 

A feature of the industry is the shortage of skilled workers. An 
undue proportion of the operatives are in the higher age groups. In 
an effort to counteract this shortage, the Federation of Lace and 
Embroidery Employers’ Association, in conjunction with the Notting- 
ham Education Committee, is offering Lace Scholarships tenable at 
the Nottingham College of Arts and Crafts. A lace machine has also 
been installed at the Nottingham and District Technical College, 
where skilled workers are trained, and it is hoped in these ways to 
improve the technical skill and knowledge of those making the 
industry their career. 

Lace is a traditional British export and a high percentage of the 
industry’s output continues to find markets abroad. 





Hosiery 











A considerable proportion of the country’s production of hosiery 
and knitted goods is manufactured in the North Midland Region, 
with Leicester, Nottingham, Hinckley, Mansfield, Sutton-in-Ashfield, 
Loughborough, Ilkeston, Belper and Heanor as the most important 
centres. 

In 1589, the Rev. William Lee, a curate of Calverton, Notts, 
invented the first machine to manufacture a looped or knitted fabric 
and so started mechanical knitting. The principles of his knitting 
frame are still embodied in most of the modern powered machines. 
In 1869 there was a further development, when William Cotton, a 
Leicestershire man, was granted a patent for a machine which per- 
mitted the automatic increase or decrease in the number of stitches 
in the knitting courses required to make a fashioned garment. The 
invention of the latch needle in the last century made possible the 
development of circular machines for knitted footwear, outerwear and 
underwear and the succeeding years have witnessed the advent of the 
full fashioned machine with the introduction of numerous improve- 
ments to flat bar and circular machines. These inventions and 
improvements have been factors in the local growth of the industry 
which, for many years, was a cottage industry. Even to-day stock- 
ingers’ houses can be seen here and there. In time, factory pro- 
duction took the place of home working and now the Region has some 
540 establishments, each employing ten or more workers, many being 
finely equipped factories turning out beautiful garments in various 
fibres—silk, lisle, wool, Terylene, rayon and nylon and various 
mixtures of the fibres. 

The development of nylon since the war has been of the utmost 
importance. Although usually thought of as a yarn for ladies’ 
stockings, it is also used for reinforcement in stockings and ha!f those 
made of other materials, and manufacturers—including G. Ha tings 
& Co., of Leicester—have developed half hose of spun nylon and wool 
mixtures and of pure spun nylon ; the latter claimed not to need 
darning ; these attracted considerable attention at the British Indus- 
tries Fair in 1952. 

During the war the industry voluntarily undertook a concentration 
scheme which released many factories and much labour for other 
purposes. After the war the first problems were de-concentration, 
re-equipment and a building up of the labour force with a view to 
increasing production and improving styles and designs for export 
and home markets. An interesting feature of the industry’s post-war 
export activity is the setting up of the Hosiery and Knitwear Export 
Group, which has done much exploratory work in finding outlets in 
overseas markets for member firms. Some machines have been 
imported and, with new ones of our own, the industry is busy earning 
foreign currency in the export drive. Between 1945 and 1951, some 
138 building projects in the form of new factories or extensions have 
either been completed or are under construction and the production 
area has been increased by something like one million square feet at 
an aggregate cost of £1} million. In this manner the industry has 
recovered from its war-time contraction with remarkable speed. One 
of the most interesting post-war developments has been the increase 
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in the output of fully-fashioned stockings, a line which has had great 
success in overseas markets. 


It is interesting to record that a number of firms, in order to increase 
output, have, in consultation with the Board of Trade, set up factories 
in easier labour areas in other parts of the country. N.Corah & Sons, 
the well-known hosiery manufacturers with headquarters at Leicester, 
found that the very great demand for increase in output necessitated 
them setting up new factories in the Development Area at Aberbargoed 
and similar new factories at Brigg in Lincolnshire and at Oakham in 
Rutland. 


The total exports of this firm in 1951 are stated to have been over 
£1,000,000 in value. 


Other well-known firms who have opened up in new premises away 
from the Region are Bairnswear Ltd., at Armagh in Northern Ireland, 
D. Byford & Company, manufacturers of men’s and boys’ hose, who 
produce a very popular line of Argyle socks for the United States, 
and Aristoc Limited, manufacturers of fully-fashioned pure silk 
hosiery, have each opened up branch factories at Maltby in South 
Yorkshire. Foister, Clay & Ward Ltd., of Leicester, have opened a 
large factory at Middlesbrough for the manufacture and making-up 
of underwear and socks ; I. & R. Morley Limited, who have numer- 
ous factories in Nottinghamshire and Leicestershire, have established 
at Langley Moor in County Durham a new factory which will employ 
several hundreds of workers in the manufacture of a wide range of 
hosiery, both ladies’ and children’s, and underwear. Pool, Lorrimer 
& Tabberer Ltd., a Leicester firm, have built a new factory at Nantyglo 
in Wales for the production of hosiery and Wolsey Limited, of 
Leicester, the well-known firm whose products bear that name, have 
taken over some existing premises at Corwen in Wales for the expansion 
of their production of men’s hose 


‘These are but a few of the many firms who have found it necessary 
to locate their expansion of factories away from the traditional hosiery 
centres in the Region, and, as a result, are able to make a very fine 
contribution to our exports. Although the hosiery and knitwear 
manufacturers have, during the last 12-18 months, suffered a setback 
due to a recession in home consumption, and lately due to the import 
restrictions which have been imposed by Australia and New Zealand, 
there is no doubt that they are fully alive to the need for making a 
determined effort to hold and expand both home and overseas markets. 
Even in June this year, when particular difficulty existed, the value 
of exports was higher than at the end of 1947 and since June a further 
increase in export sales is recorded 
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Good exporters are to be found in the hosiery industry in all parts 
of the Region and firms such as Allen Solly & Company, of Arnold, 
Notts, Charnos Hosiery Company, of Ilkeston, and Cooper & Roe 
Limited, of Nottingham, are producers of high quality knitwear of 
many types and have concentrated their efforts to still further expand, 
particularly in the United States, where a considerable amount of 
business has been done. 


Alongside the contribution by hosiery firms must be mentioned that 
of the dyeing and finishing section. Some of the hosiery firms handle 
their own dyeing and finishing, but in many instances specialist firms 
undertake this work ; so much depends on the quality and finish of 
the initial production which can so very easily make or mar the final 
article, 


The output of the British money Needle Industry, centred mainly 
in Leicestershire, has ¢ in the post-war period 
and, whereas the bulk of latch and bearded needles was manu- 
factured abroad prior to the war, the reverse is now the case and it is 
hoped eventually to obviate the importation of these accessories 
altogether. 


The contribution of the hosiery machine industry to the country’s 
export trade is of the utmost value, and large numbers of machines 
are supplied to textile manufacturing centres throughout the world, 
including the United States. 


Among the more prominent hosiery machine firms are the Bentley 


Engineering Co. Ltd., Mellor Bromley Co. Ltd., G. Stibbe & Co. Ltd. 
and I. L. Berridge & Co. Ltd., all of Leicester. 


Footwear 





The 65,000 people employed in the manufacture of footwear in the 
North Midland Region constitute more than half of the total labour 
force of the industry in the whole of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. The city and county of Leicester and the town and county 
of Northampton are the main centres and, whereas the Leicestershire 
group specializes in women’s and children’s shoes, the Northampton- 
shire group produces mainly men’s boots and shoes. 

At the end of the war the industry experienced a shortage of labour 
and, although there has since been an improvement, the figure is still 
well below the pre-war level. Despite this handicap the industry as

a whole has produced more shoes annually in recent years than it did 
before the war, owing to improved methods of production and a 
greater use of rubber and other substitutes for leather. This increase 
in efficiency has been due to good relations between management and 
operatives, new machines and methods, and research resulting in a 
rise in output per head. 


Considerable success has been achieved in the export market for 
what has previously been a product mainly for home use, and the 
higher and medium grades of footwear are sold to the United States 
and Canada despite keen local competition. The cheaper grades are 
popular inter alia in the British West Indies and, until the recent 
import restrictions, Australia was a good market for all grades. 


Labour has been particularly short in the closing rooms, where the 
shoe uppers are stitched together. This work is traditionally the 
preserve of women but, as many of them find it difficult to travel to the 
footwear centres, small closing rooms and outworking schemes have 
been established in some of the out-of-the-way villages. In addition, 
because of the shortage of female labour, tradition has been thrown 
overboard and men are being employed in some closing rooms. 


There are about 450 establishments employing more than ten 
workers engaged in the production of footwear in this region. Many 
of them have made great efforts to increase their trade in overseas 
markets ; for instance, John White & Company, of Rushden and 
Higham Ferrers, have, over the last few years, developed a large 
business in men’s footwear in the dollar markets. The Blindells 
Limited group of footwear producers of Leicester have recently con- 
cluded an agreement with a prominent American distributing agency 
for the marketing in that country of women’s and children’s shoes and 
slippers. P.W. Shoes Limited, also of Leicester, have until recently 
been unable to do business in the United States, but now, as a result 
of a very close study of styles and design, and after exhibiting at the 
Chicago Trade Fair in October of this year, are expecting to open up 
a considerable business. Other examples of footwear manufacturers 
exporting to the dollar area on a large scale are: Atlas Union Shoe 


Co., Ltd., of Leicester ; Church & Co., of Northampton, and William 
Timpson, Ltd., of Kettering. Many other firms are making a 
determined effort to produce footwear for overseas markets. Recent 
trends show that medium and high quality women’s shoes are being 
exported. Men’s shoes, wool lined boots and shoes, flying beots, etc., 
are also finding their way into overseas markets in increasing quantities. 


More than half of the production of footwear in the United Kingdom 
is made in the North Midland Region. Manufacturers in the Region 
have made a substantia! contribution to the increase in exports from 
374,000 dozen pairs (£1,463,000) in 1938 to 519,000 dozen pairs 
(£8,819,000) in 1951. 

Many of the firms in the Region market their footwear under trade 
names familiar to the public—as, for example, Easi-phit, Impregnable, 
Dolcis and True-Form. These names probably do not convey to the 
public the importance of the organizations behind them, but to the 
trade and to the towns in which they are situated the following firms 
have considerable standing :—J. A. Sabin, Everest Shoe Company, 
Greenlees Limited, Parker Shoes Limited, Stead & Simpson Limited, 
and Freeman, Hardy & Willis, all of Leicester ; Manfield & Sons, 
J. Sears, Upsons Limited, Barratt & Company, George Webb & Sons, 
C. & E. Lewis, Church & Company, Lotus Limited, Bective Limited, 
of Northampton and Kettering ; J. Cave & Sons, of Rushden ; The 
Mansfield Shoe Company of Mansfield ; Coles Boot Company of 
Burton Latimer ; Eatoughs Limited of Earl Shilton ; and George 
Ward of Barwell. 


It is a natural development that the Region, and Leicester in par- 
ticular, should have become the focal point for the production of 
footwear machinery and components. The British United Shoe 
Machinery Co. Ltd., is the largest of its kind in Europe. The 
company has 13 depots in shoe manufacturing centres where skilled 
mechanics are available to ensure that machines are efficiently main- 
tained. Other machinery suppliers include the Standard Engineering 
Co. Ltd., and Ralphs Engineering Co. Ltd., both of Leicester. The 
production of lasts on which the shoes are fashioned i in the factories 
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is in itself a highly-specialized industry. Lasts are made of North 
American rock-maple, Continental hornbeam and other similar 
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durable types of timber. One of the largest last-making factories in 
the country is that of Mobbs & Lewis Ltd., of Kettering.

Import and Export Prices in October 


BOTH THE import and the export price index numbers were one 

point lower in October than in September, and the terms of trade 
index, which is the ratio of the import index to the export index, 
remained unchanged at 90 (average for 1951 = 100). 


The index numbers for each of the main classes of imports declined 
by one point, while among exports of manufactured goods the index 
for metals and engineering products at 113 was unchanged, the index

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Mission Impressed by Trade 


Prospects in Venezuela 


E President of the Board of Trade has received a message from 
Brigadier Crosland, the Leader of the United Kingdom Trade 
Mission to the main Latin American Dollar Account countries. The 
Mission have completed their tour of Venezuela, where they have 
been very well received both by Government Departments and by 
commercial and industrial organizations and individual traders. 


The Mission have been impressed by the excellent possibilities of 
the Venezuelan market for the future and by the soundness of 
Venezuela’s economy. They have found willingness to buy United 
Kingdom goods and readiness to co-operate with British technicians 
in the extraordinarily rapid development which is taking place in 
Venezuela. They feel that it is essential that exporters should take 
account of the growing requirements of this market. 


Proposed Standards for Domestic 


Furniture 


THE British Standards Institution have circulated for comment 
three more draft standards for domestic furniture. They are for 
divan bases, divan headboards, and tables. 


These standards, which have been worked out in conjunction with 
the Furniture Development Council, are part of a voluntary quality 
scheme to be adopted when a D scheme for furniture is introduced 
and the present utility furniture scheme is brought to an end. 


Resumption of Private 


Trade in Zine 


N October 23 Lord Swinton, the Chancellor of the Duchy of 

Lancaster, made a statement in the House of Lords about the 
termination of public trading in zinc. He said that it was hoped 
to allow the resumption of private trading on January 1, 1953. 

The Ministry have now made sufficient progress in their discussions 
with the parties concerned to confirm the date for the resumption of 
private trading. The Directorate of Non-Ferrous Metals, Rugby, 
will terminate its existing sales arrangements on December 31 next. 
Consumers will be able if they wish to purchase in December zinc 
for delivery in January on the Ministry’s usual sales terms. 

The Committee of the London Metal Exchange have informed the 
Ministry that Exchange dealings in zinc will begin on January 2, 
1953, as January 1 is traditionally a closed day for the market. 

The Ministry of Materials wish it to be known that it is their 
policy to release from their stocks not more than a relatively small 
tonnage for sale during the early months after the resumption of 
private trading. The arrangements for disposal of Ministry stocks 
have been arrived at in full consultation with producers, consumers 
and members of the London Metal Exchange. 

The zinc to be disposed of will be made available through the 
London Metal Exchange and other normal trade channels and will 
be adequate to meet the requirements of consumers. 

A further announcement will be made about import and export 
licensing arrangements. 


President of Board of Trade to Rest 


THE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, has 
now been advised by his doctors to rest for a further month. He is 
undergoing treatment for a slipped disc which is pressing on the 
Sciatic nerve.

Economy in Use of Metals is Seill 
Urgently Necessary 


"THE NEED for economy in the use of alloying and non-ferrous 

metals is still urgently necessary. This is emphasized in the first 
report of the Metals Economy Advisory Committee, set up by the 
Minister of Supply in conjunction with the Minister of Materials 
in August 1951, to study ways in which scarce metals could be saved 
in industry. 

The shortage of these metals, which threatened British in 
in 1951, is no longer critical, but supplies of many metals are 
only sufficient for essential needs and there is little margin to meet 
unforeseen demands, or a possible deterioration in the supply situation. 

The expansion of world production and the ration of the 
International Materials Conference have increased, beyond expecta- 
tion, the supplies of non-ferrous metals available to ae United 
Kingdom in 1952, states the Committee. 

At the same time, demands have been reduced because of the 
slower rate of build-up i in Western Defence Programmes than was 
formerly expected ; by economies made in industry; by Govern- 
mental restrictions in the use of metals and by the shortage of steel 
(which has caused a drop on the demand for associated metals). 

Only in the cases of lead and zinc, however, have the metals 
shortages of eighteen months ago entirely disappeared. Nickel, 
cobalt and copper, in particular, are still causing concern, and a 
sufficient supply of other metals for essential purposes can be main- 
tained only by restrictions on less essential uses. 

The Report reviews the work done by Governmental and industrial 
organizations to promote metals economy, and pays tribute to private 
firms. It is through the efforts of industry itself, it is stated, that the 
greatest economies can be made, and industry has been fully alive 
to the importance of economy, and has done much to reduce its 
requirements of scarce metals by re-designing products, substituting 
more readily available materials and by other met ; 

Some slackening off in the drive for economy can be expected, 
however, as a result of improved supplies and it is therefore vital, 
the Report urges, that the fullest publicity should be given to the 
continuing urgent necessity for making the best and most economical 
use of metals supplies. 

Other recommendations of the Committee include :— 

Government research establishments and Research Associations 
should continue to experiment on the better and more 
economical use of metals ; 

The Defence Departments should ensure that designs and 
specifications for defence material are drawn up so as to active 
the maximum economy of metal ; 

As much information as possible on future supplies of com 
should be given to industry at regular int

HE Ministry of Materials announced on November 3 that limited 

exports of domestic hides and calfskins would be allowed for 
purchases from December 1, 1952, and that full details of the method 
of application for export licences would be announced later. The 
present notice, by arrangement with the Board of Trade, gives these 
details. 

The quantities to be allowed for export will be fixed for three- 
monthly periods, the first period being December 1, 1952—February 28, 
1953. Each quantity will be based on a percentage of the estimated 
production for the period and the same export percentage will be 
allowed for each weight group of cattle hides, e.g., 70/79 lb. ox hides, 
50/59 Ib. ox hides, etc. In the case of bull hides and calfskins this 
percentage will apply over all weights. 

Applications for export licences should be made to the Export 
Licensing Branch of the Board of Trade, Atlantic House, Holborn 
Viaduct, London, E.C.1, on Form F. In addition to the usual par- 
ticulars, applications should state the number of hides, etc., the 
description of the goods, the weight group and the grade, as in the 
following examples :— 

200 ; domestic ox hides ; 60/69 Ib. ; 1st clear, and 
300 ; domestic ox hides ; 60/69 Ib. ; 2nd clear. 

Applications for individual grades within a weight group will be 
considered in relation to the supply position of the particular grade. 

Export licences will be valid for three months from the date of issue 
and will be granted on the understanding that they will be returned 
to the Export Licensing Branch on completion of shipment of the 
goods or on expiry, whichever is the earlier. Licence holders may 
be called upon two months after issue for particulars of shipments so 
far made under the licence.

Refund on Packing 
Materials in the Netherlands 


NDER Section 19 (1) (s) of the Netherlands Tariff Decree of 

1947 a refund of import duty and import tax which are chargeable 
at entry, is permitted on packing materials which enter the country 
with contents, provided such materials are exported from the Nether- 
lands within one year of entry, to or on behalf of the consignor. 
This applies to cases, bags, casks, drums, kegs, reels, tarpaulins 
and dunnage, etc. 

To take advantage of this facility it must be established at entry 
that it is intended to apply for the refund by stating this on the 
“* Model F” or “ Model D” customs forms and by entering the 
materials as separate items on these forms when the goods come into 
the country. The packing materials must be so marked at entry 
that they are identifiable again by the customs authorities, as those 
recorded on the forms, when they are exported ; the latter must take 
place within one year of the date of entry to qualify for a refund. 


Whichever of the two entry forms is used the import duty and 
import tax must be paid, based on the value of the materials, when the 
goods are imported into the country. ‘The amount is refunded when 
it has been established that the same materials have been exported. 
In the case of the ‘‘ Model D” form, an additional “ Model I Blue 
entry out-wards " form duly certified by the customs is used for the 
purpose of establishing exportation. 

The forms referred to are obtainable from the Netherlands offices 
for the collection of customs dues. It is suggested that exporters 
may wish to make arrangements with their agents or customers to 
take advantage of the scheme where the cost (or scarcity) of such 
materials tends to hamper their trade in the Netherlands market which 
is becoming increasingly competitive. 
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Imports in First Half of 1953 of Goods Removed from 
O.G.L. in November 1951 and March 1952 


OTICE TO Importers No. 518 (see Board of Trade Journal of 

October 25, page 778) stated that quotas would be established for 

imports in the period beginning January 1, 1953, of certain goods 
for which Open General Licences have been revoked in November 
1951 and March 1952. Notice to Importers No. 520 (see Board of 
Trade Journal of October 25, page 784) stated that there would also 
be a quota for imports of undecorated and decorated pottery in the 
first half of 1953. In both Notices, importers were invited to apply, 
not later than November 12, 1952, for licences to import these com- 
modities in the period beginning January 1, 1953. 

2. The Board of Trade now announce (in Notice to Importers 
No. 527) the value of the quotas for these commodities, which are 
listed in Schedules I and II to this Notice. Schedule I covers the 
commodities which were restricted in November 1951 and Schedule 
II the commodities which were restricted in March 1952, together 
with pottery which has been added as quota number 136. Licences 
will be issued, subject to applications being made, up to the value 
stated in respect of each quota heading in Column 2 of the Schedule. 
It should be noted that within the figure of £100,000 allotted to quota 
3a for stockings and socks, licences up to a value of £33,000 will be 
valid for the import of nylon and perlon stockings and socks ; each 
importer who has an entitlement in respect of this quota will receive 
two licences—one, for approximately one third of his entitlement, 
valid for imports of all kinds of stockings and socks, including nylons 
and perlons, and the other, for the balance of his entitlement, valid 
for the import of socks and stockings other than nylons or perlons. 

3. As previously announced, account will be taken in calculating 
the entitlements of individual importers of the value of the imports 
made by them in past periods. 

4. The licences will be valid (except where otherwise indicated 
in the Schedules) for imports originating in and consigned from any 
country other than the following :— 

Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, 
Ecuador, El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian 
Zone), Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, 
Liberia, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Persia, Philippines, Poland, 
Rumania, Tangier, United States of America, Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, Venezuela, Yugoslavia. 
Importers will be free to import within the value of their licence 
from any one or more of the countries covered by them®. Importers 
who wish to import goods from a permitted country other than 
that in which they originated should consult the Exchange Control 
Authorities through the medium of their own bankers before they 
enter into any commitments. 


5. Licences will be issued as soon as possible and will be valid 
until June 30, 1953, except for the following quotas, for which 
the period of validity will extend to December 31, 1953 :—

6. Her Majesty's Government are anxious to assist other member 
countries of the O.E.E.C. to overcome special cases of difficulty 
which may arise out of the United Kingdom system of global quotas. 
They have, therefore, decided to offer to each of the countries affected 
certain facilities for additional imports into the United Kingdom which 
would be distributed among foreign exporters at the discretion of their 
Government. These facilities will be subject to the qualifications 
mentioned in paragraphs 7-8 below and will be arranged with each 
country in the light of that country’s own position and its treatment of 
United Kingdom exports. 


7. It will normally rest with the foreign country concerned to 
issue quota certificates to its own exporters, and the Board of Trade 
will issue import licences in exchange for these quota certificates upon 
presentation by the importers concerned. Appropriate arrangements 
will be made to ensure that the use of these additional licences is 
reasonably spread over the range of goods subject to quota. The total

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No General Relaxation in Import 


Restrictions 


FOLLOWING THE announcement of import quotas for the first 

half of 1953, on pages 1033-36, the Board of Trade point out that the 
United Kingdom is not in a position to make any general relaxation 
in her import restrictions. The loss of gold from the reserves has 
been checked in recent months, but since the middle of 1951 the 
reserves have fallen by about £750,000,000 and the improvement in 
the balance of payments does not warrant any material casing up. 
The United Kingdom has lately been in surplus with the European 
Payments Union but by the end of October this year, she had still 
lost over £160,000,000 in gold to the E.P.U. In addition, over 
£225,000,000 had been drawn in credit from the Union. It has, 
therefore, been necessary to keep the level of the quotas now announced 
considerably below the 1951 rate of imports. 

Nevertheless, the United Kingdom is anxious to contribute as fully 
as her resources will permit to the development of intra-European 
trade. Increases have, therefore, been made in certain quotas of 
particular importance to our partners in Western Europe. Somewhat 
higher quotas are announced, for example, for textiles and apparel, 
nuts, cheese and essential oils. Small imports of nylon stockings and 
decorated pottery will also be allowed for the first time since the war. 
A few quotas have been reduced—for example, those for fondant and 
sugar-fat mixtures and for certain items for which there is a seasonal 
or general decline in demand. The total value of the quotas, however, 
will be a little higher than that obtaining at present. 


Purchase Tax Announcement 
FTER DISCUSSION with the Association of Makers of Paper 


Serviettes the Commissioners of Customs and Excise have decided 
that paper squares in the white or tinted in one colour without shading, 
shall not be regarded as chargeable with Purchase Tax under Group 
10 (c) provided :-— 

they are not banded, labelled, advertised or otherwise held out 
(e.g. in price lists) for serviette use, 

that if creped, such creping is in imitation of plain, unpatterned 
fabric, and 

that they do not bear any embossed design other than an em- 
bossed border not exceeding one inch in width, measured at 
any point from the edge of the square. 

Paper squares are chargeable with tax under Group 10 (c) irres- 
pective of the manner in which they are put up or held out for sale, 
if -— 

they are tinted in two or more colours or more than one shade 
of colour, 

they are embossed in any manner apart from the embossed border 
referred to in the third paragraph above, or 

they bear any kind of printing whether in the form of decoration 
or e.g. the name of an hotel, railway, etc. 

Notice No. 78, page 26, should be noted accordingly. 


Japanese Debt Settlement 


THE Treasury state that their consent under the Control of Borrow- 

ing Order, 1947, has been given to the making of the offer of the 
Japanese Government to resume service on its sterling debt which 
has been in default since 1941. H.M. Treasury also state that no 
objections will be raised under the provisions of the Exchange Control 
Act, 1947, to the acceptance by bondholders of the offer, and that it 
will not be necessary for further authority under the Act to be obtained 
by or on behalf of bondholders who wish to accept the offer. 

It will be recalled that the question of the currency of payment of 
foreign exchange options in certain bonds was left open, after the 
discussions in New York last September between the Japanese 
Government and the Council of Foreign Bondholders, for inter- 
governmental discussion. It has now been agreed between H.M. 
Government and the Japanese Government that payments in respect 
of such bonds shall be made only in sterling, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Japanese offer, so long as the payments relations of 
Japan and the United Kingdom are on the present sterling basis. 
Should there be a change in this basis further discussion will take place 
between the two governments about the extent, if any, to which the 
Japanese Government should be called upon to fulfil their obligation 
to pay in the currencies, other than sterling, specified in the original 
loan contracts. 
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Further Rise in Rayon Production 


in October 


OTAL OUTPUT of the rayon industry in October was 27 per 

cent. higher than in September, when a considerable improvement 
had already been achieved. Production of staple fibre increased by 
35 per cent., and at 15-5 million Ibs. was little short of output a year 
earlier. The improvement in production of continuous filament yarn 
has been slower, so that although output did not fall so far in the 
summer as in the case of staple fibre, the October figure for yarn was 
only two-thirds of the peak output a year earlier.

An Exhibition for Brewers and the 


Licensing Trade 


HE BREWERS’ EXHIBITION which opened at Olympia, 

London, on Monday, was claimed to be the largest and most com- 
prehensive of its kind to be held in this country. It attracted represen- 
tatives of the industry from most parts of the world. 

It was an exhibition for brewers rather than an exhibition by them, 
and consisted for the greater part of displays by those firms that supply 
the brewer with his requirements. Exhibitors included brewing and 
bottling engineers, maltsters, sugar manufacturers, coopers, isinglass 
and fining manufacturers, case and metal box makers, scientific 
instrument manufacturers, and those concerned with the production 
of bottles, crown corks, conveyors, glass-lined tanks, stamiess steel 
vessels, filtration units and malt mills. 

Cups and medals were awarded in competitions for bottled and 


season’s cider apples. 

To interest the visiting publican there were displays of bar fittings, 
and equipment, soft drinks, biscuits and potato crisps, and trade 
publications, besides the exhibits of some brewers and wine merchants. 

The interest of visitors from overseas was mainly centred on the 
latest developments of British machinery and equipment for the 
catering industry, much of it enjoying an established reputation abroad 
and making an important contribution to the United Kingdom export 
trade. 
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United Kingdom Paper Production in the Third Quarter 


IHE downward trend in paper and board production during the 

second quarter of the year was aggravated during the third quarter 

by the seasonal fall in the holiday months of July and August ; 
this was followed by the usual improvement in production during 


a. 

in the third quarter of 1952, paper production at a rate of 64 per 
cent. of pre-war (the lowest recorded since 1948) was about a third 
lower than during the corresponding quarter of 1951 and a quarter 
lower than in the second quarter of this year. Production of all types 
of paper declined. The rate for newsprint fell to 53 per cent. of pre- 
war 


The board production rate fell to 89 per cent. of pre-war, the lowest 
rate since 1947 and 12 per cent. lower than that for the second quarter

of this year. The rate for boot and shoe boards, however, exceeded 
by 2 per cent. that for the second quarter and provided the only 
production rise in the whole paper and board group. 

Supply of waste paper again exceeded demand during this quarter, 
but stocks were less than 1 per cent. higher at the end of September 
than at the end of June. 

The figures in Tables I and II below give average production 
(in tons) of various types of paper and board for the three months 
July to September 1952, together with percentages of average weekly 
production immediately before the war. 

Figures relating to earlier months appeared in the Board of Trade 
Journal on August 30, 1952.

Restrictions on Danish Assets in United Kingdom Removed 


NTROL OVER money and property in the United Kingdom of 
rsons in Denmark has been removed by a Board of Trade Order®, 
which came into operation on November 21. 
The Order removes contro! exercised under the Trading with the 
Enemy Act, 1939, and Orders made thereunder, in respect of money 
and property which came under such control solely because the owner 


was resident or carrying on business in Denmark. The Order, 
however, does not without supplementary action affect the position 
of such of the money or property as has been actually paid to or vested 
in a Custodian of Enemy Property, or has come under the control of 
an Administrator of Enemy Property 


Money and bank balances held by bankers to the order of a Cus- 
todian in respect of persons in Denmark will immediately be released 
by the Custodians of Enemy Property to the United Kingdom banks 
for the credit of the original account holder, except in cases where the 
holder or any of the joint holders has died, when further legal formal- 
ities are required. 


Application for the ager of other Danish money and property 
returnable to the owner uld be made to the Administration of 
Enemy Property De tm nt (Branch 4), Lacon House. Theobald’s 
Road, London, W.C accompanied by a mandate authorizing the 
Custodian to pay or uae to a Bank or other nominee in the United 
Kingdom. 

Company Secretaries, Registrars, and others concerned with the 
holding or managing of property or with the transfer of securities or 


other properties of persons in Denmark should note that no authority 
for such activities is now required under Trading with the Enemy 
legislation.

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Second Enquiry into Children’s Film Exhibitions 


HE FOLLOWING article is the eleventh in the series “‘ Statistics 

of the British Film Industry,” and includes the results of the 

second enquiry into the special exhibitions for children. Articles 
in this series have appeared quarterly in the Board of Trade Journal, 
the first appearing on May 13,1950. This article includes a summary 
of information published in previous articles. 


Film Production 


There was a decrease during the third quarter of 1952 in the number 
of stages available for first-feature film production at both producer- 
operated and other studios. One studio was sold during the quarter 
and one was engaged in producing other than first-feature films. 
There was a considerable decrease at producer-operated studios 
in the proportion of studio capacity idle, but at other studios about 
one-half the capacity was idle at September 30, 1952. The total 
number of films on the floor (or on location) at that date, however, 
was 24, compared with 16 at June 30, 1952. The forward booking 
position was less favourable at September 30 than three months 
earlier, particularly at other than producer-operated studios at which 
no stages were booked for more than thirteen weeks ahead. 

There was a considerable increase during the quarter in the number 
of persons employed in the production of first-feature films, and at 
September 27, 5,222 persons were employed full-time compared 
with 4,356 three months earlier. The number of man-days worked 
by crowd artistes during the third quarter of this year was 24,979 
compared with 13,642 in the second quarter. 

Film Exhibition 

The enquiry into cinematograph film exhibition for the second 
quarter of 1952 covered the thirteen weeks from March 30 to June 28, 
1952. The enquiry included, in addition to the information normally 
collected, questions relating to admissions and takings at children’s 
film performances similar to those previously asked for the third 
quarter of 1950. Returns have been compiled for 4,570 cinemas 
(99-9 per cent. of those known to be operating commercially during 
the period in the exhibition of 35 m.m. films) with a seating capacity 
of 4,201,000. 


Admissions and Takings (Table VI) 


The total number of admissions during the second quarter of 1952 
was 326,447,000 compared with 345,596,000 during the previous 
quarter, a decrease of 5-5 per cent., which compares with decreases 
between the corresponding periods of 1951 and 1950 of 5-9 per cent. 
and 7-9 per cent. respectively. Decreases occurred in all regions and 
ranged from 3-0 per cent. in the Eastern region to 7-4 per cent. in 
the South Western region. There was an increase of 2-8 per cent. in 
the number of admissions during the quarter in holiday areas compared 
with an increase of 1-6 per cent. between the corresponding quarters 
of 1951 and a decrease of 2-8 per cent. in 1950, respectively. The 
average price of admissions during the second quarter of 1952 was 
20-0d. compared with 20-1d. in the previous quarter and the decrease 
in gross box-office takings during the period from £28,953,000 to 
£27,208,000 (6-0 per cent.) was proportionately greater than that in 
the number of admissions. 

There were fewer admissions during the second quarter of 1952 
than in the corresponding quarters of 1951 and 1950. Compared 
with the second quarter of 1951 admissions decreased by 3-2 per cent. 
(from 337,290,000 to 326,447,000) and compared with the second 
quarter of 1950 (341,582,000) by 4-4 per cent. 


Distribution of Takings (Tables VII and VIII) 


During the second quarter of 1952 £9,471,000 was paid as entertain- 
ment duty and £716,000 to the British Film Production Fund. 
These amounts represented 34-8 per cent. and 2-6 per cent. 
respectively of gross box-office takings, and together they represented 
37-4 per cent. of gross box-office takings compared with 37-7 per cent. 
in the first quarter of this year. The decrease in net takings, from 
£18,042,000 to £17,021,000 (5-7 per cent.) was, therefore, slightly 
less proportionately than that in gross box-office takings. The 
proportion of net takings paid for film hire decreased from 35-4 per 


cent in the previous quarter to 35-0 per cent. and the amount retained 
as exhibitors’ share was {11,062,000 compared with £11,662,000. 
This represented a decrease of 5-1 per cent. compared with decreases 
of 6-0 per cent. in gross box-office takings and 5-5 per cent. in the 
number of admissions. The amount retained as exhibitors’ share 
during the second quarter of this year represented, however, an 
increase of 4-7 per cent. compared with the corresponding period of 
1951, and an increase of 5-6 per cent. compared with the corresponding 
period of 1950. 


Special Exhibitions for Children (Table IX) 


For the second quarter of 1952 separate information was collected 
of admissions and takings at special exhibitions for children. Similar 
information was collected for the third quarter of 1950 and was 
included in the article published in the Board of Trade Journal of 
February 24, 1951. The information relates to admissions and 
takings at special exhibitions for children’s cinema clubs and at 
children’s matinees. Children’s matinees are usually held within 
the normal hours during which the cinemas are licensed to be open 
the audiences consisting mainly though not exclusively of children ; 
cinema clubs usually function outside such hours and require special 
permission of the licensing authorities. However, it is not always 
possible to distinguish between the matinees and clubs, and no attempt 
to do so has been made in the enquiry. 


Number of Cinemas and Seats available for Children’s 
Performances 

The number of cinemas giving special children’s performances 
during the period was 1,872 (41 per cent. of all cinemas reporting) 
compared with 1,735 (38 per cent. of all cinemas reporting) in the 
third quarter of 1950, an increase of 137. Apart from Scotland, 
where four fewer cinemas reported special children’s performances, 
there was an increase in all regions, the greatest being 28 in the East 
and West Ridings region. The proportions of cinemas of various 
sizes giving children’s performances were similar to those in the third 
quarter of 1950 and varied from 10 per cent. of cinemas with a seating 
capacity of not more than 250 to over 60 per cent. of cinemas with a 
seating capacity of over 1,500. The seating capacity of cinemas 
reporting children’s performances is estimated at 2,007,000 compared 
with 1,915,000 in the earlier period. The entire capacity of a cinema 
may not, however, always be available for children’s exhibitions 


Children’s Admissions and Takings 

The total number of admissions to children’s performances during 
the quarter was 13,372,000 compared with 12,396,000 in the third 
quarter of 1950, an increase of 7-9 per cent. The number of admissions 
to all performances, however, was 9-0 per cent. lower in the second 
quarter of 1952 compared with the earlier period and admissions to 
children’s performances represented 4-1 per cent. of all admissions 
compared with 3-5 per cent. in the earlier period. Apart from the 
North Western region, where there was a decrease of 6-5 per cent., 
all regions showed an increase in the number of admissions to 
children’s performances, ranging from 5-2 per cent. in Scotland to 
26-9 per cent. in the Eastern region. The average price of admission 
to children’s performances was 61d. compared with 5-9d. in the third 
quarter of 1950. There was a slight decrease in the average price in 
the London and South Eastern region but in all other regions the 
average price increased ; in the East and West Ridings, North 
Midland and North Western regions and Wales, the increase amounted 
to $d. Gross box-office takings at children’s performances during 
the second quarter of 1952 were £342,500 compared with £303,300 
in the third quarter of 1950. As a consequence of the increase in 
the average price of admission the increase of 12-9 per cent. in gross 
box-office takings was greater than that in admissions. 
Distribution of Children’s Takings 

As a result of the revision of the rates of entertainment duty which 
took effect from September 10, 1950 and which increased the price 
of admission exempted from the payment of entertainment duty to 
7d., the total amount paid as entertainment duty on children’s 
performances was only £5,000 in the second quarter of 1952 compared

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with £30,400 in the third quarter of 1950. This represented 1-5 per 
cent. of gross box-office takings at these performances compared with 
10-0 per cent. in the earlier period. The British Film Production 
Fund levy was also introduced on September 10, 1950. This has 
remained since that date at the rate of 3d. on all seat prices between 
4d. and 1s. Od. and the small amount collected from children’s 
performances during the third quarter of 1950 is included in the 
figure for entertainment duty. During the second quarter of this 
year payments to the Fund from children’s performances amounted 
to £12,600 and represented 3-7 per cent. of gross box-office takings 
at these performances. Payments on entertainment duty and to the 
British Film Production Fund, therefore represented 5-2 per cent. of 
gross box-office takings in the second quarter of this year and 10.0 per 
cent. in the earlier period. ‘The increase in net takings, from £272,900 
in the third quarter of 1950 to £324,900 (19-1 per cent.) was, therefore, 
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considerably greater proportionately than the increases in admissions 
and gross box-office takings. Apart from the North Western region, 
where there was a slight increase, there were decreases in all regions 
in the proportion of net takings paid on film hire for children’s 
performances, and in Great Britain these payments represented 30:2 
per cent. of net takings in the second quarter of this year compared 
with 33-9 per cent. in the earlier period. There was consequently 
a considerable increase in the amount retained by exhibitors which 
was £226,700 compared with £180,400 in the earlier period, an 
increase of 25:7 per cent. Apart from the North Western region, 
where there was a decrease in the number of admissions to children’s 
performances and where the increase in exhibitors’ share amounted 
only to 3-8 per cent., the increase was more than 20-0 per cent. in 
all regions and was as high as 56-7 per cent. in the Eastern region and 
50-7 per cent. in the Southern region.

Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry ashe in Parliament. 


THURSDAY NOVEMBER 20 


Payments to E.P.U. for Imports 


Asked to state the amount paid in gold to the European Payments 
Union in respect of imports of fondant, sugar/fat mixtures and piping 
jelly during the year ended December 31, 1951, the Secretary for 
Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, replied that over any given 
period the gold payable to or receivable from the European Payments 
Union by the United Kingdom depended upon the cumulative 
surplus or deficit of the United Kingdom with the Union during that 
period. He regretted that he was unable to say over any such period 
what part of the gold paid to (or credit receivable from) the E 
Payments Union, or, conversely, the gold received from (or credit 
extendable to) the Union, it would be proper to attribute to any 
particular import or export. 


Consumption of Tobacco 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, said that in 1951 tobacco and cigarette manufacturers used 
898,000 Ib. more Oriental tobacco than in 1950. In the nine months 
ended September 1952 they used 382,000 Ib. more than in the 
corresponding nine months of 1950. The respective changes for 
Greek and Turkish tobacco were as follows :—In 1951 as compared 
with 1950, there was an increase of 1,155,000 Ib. in the use of Greek 
tobacco and a decrease of 332,000 Ib. in the use of Turkish tobacco. 
For the first nine months of 1952 as compared with the first nine 
months of 1950, there was an increase of 312,000 Ib. in the use of 
Greek tobacco and a decrease of 51,000 Ib. in the use of Turkish 
tobacco. The import of dollar tobacco was restricted to the minimum, 
and that should encourage the use of other kinds of leaf; but no 
special steps were taken to encourage the use of Greek and Turkish 
tobacco in preference to tobacco from the sterling area. 


Outstanding Claims Under War Damage Act 


Asked what sum was outstanding to claimants under the War 
Damage Act, 1943; and how much interest had accrued under 
Part II on this sum to date, Mr. Strauss replied that he assumed 
the questioner was referring to claims outstanding under Part II of 
the War Damage Act. The amount of such claims outstanding was 
now approximately £27} million. ‘The accrued interest on this eum 
was approximately £8 million. 


Study of Overseas Markets 


Asked whether he would set up an Export Sales Council to 
investigate overseas markets, Mr. Mackeson replied that he doubted 
whether the establishment of a general body of this kind would be of 
material assistance. ‘The study of individual overseas markets seemed 
to him to be best carried out by industry itself, through trade 
organizations or individual firms, by trade missions such as that 
which had just left for Central America, and by the commercial 
services maintained overseas by the Foreign Office and the Board of 
Trade. 


Production of Nylon 


Mr. Strauss said he was informed that the expansion in manu- 
facturing copacity, designed to provide an output of about 30 million 
lb. weight of nylon per annum, should come into operation during 
the latter half of 1954. 


Carnauba Wax from United States 


Two licences had been issued this year to import a total of 125 
tons of carnauba wax from the United States at a value of £98,050, 
it was stated. One of these licences was issued to a manufacturer 
for use in his own business and the other to an importer for sale 
to users. 


Sound Recordings 


Asked whether, in view of the import ban on sound recordings by 
British orchestras for United States radio and television programmes, 
he would ban the import of similar recordings by United States 
orchestras pending the negotiations of fair reciprocal arrangements, 
Mr. Mackeson replied that so far as he was aware, no restrictions were 


imposed by the United States Government on imports of sound 
recordings made in this country. The second part of the Question 
did not therefore arise. 


Report of Copyright Committee 


The Report of the Copyright Committee was being carefully 
considered, Mr. Strauss stated. No decision had yet been taken 
regarding legislation to give effect to its recommendations. 


Production of Coronation Souvenirs by Pottery Industry 


Mr. Strauss said he understood that preparations were being widely 
made in the pottery industry for the manufacture of Coronation 
souvenirs both for the export and home markets and that the industry 
should be able to mect all the demands made upon it. 


Imports of Printed Cotton Cloth 


Total imports into the United Kingdom of printed cotton cloth 
recorded during January-September 1952 were 2,658,000 square 
yards, valued at £408,000, Mr. Mackeson said. He gave the following

Suggested Legislation for Home Workers 

Asked if he would give consideration to introducing legislation 
to make home workers schemes illegal unless licensed for the protection 
of the public, Mr. Strauss said careful consideration would be given 
as to whether legislation on this subject was desirable and practicable. 


Imports of Furniture 


Mr. Mackeson said that under an Open General Licence issued 
with effect from February 15, 1951, imports of furniture from a 
number of countries including British West Africa were freed from 
import licensing restrictions ; the only i were that the 
furniture must be complete, or, if enamemahiod, must consist of parts 
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of furniture forming a complete article, and that the furniture must 
not be upholstered with fabric containing more than 5 per cent. of 
cashmere. Metal furniture of all kinds may also be imported from 


British West Africa under Open General Licence issued with effect 
from October 5, 1949. 


Census of Production 


Censuses of production, which had been taken in this country 
since 1907, provided information valuable to Government and 
industry, Mr. Strauss said. The information was kept up to date 
by the annual census which the Statistics of Trade, 1947, required 
and the results were published as early as possible. 

In order to reduce statistical work to the minimum required to 
meet essential needs, the censuses for the years 1952 and 1953 would 
be based on sampling methods, as a result of which a large proportion 
of the smaller and medium sized establishments would not have to 
make returns. 


Report of Paley Commission 


Asked what communications he had had with the United States 
Government regarding the repeal of the “Buy American” Act as 
recommended by the Paley Commission ; and if he would make a 
statement on the effects such a repeal would have on British exports 
to the United States of America, Mr. Mackeson replied that the Report 
of the Paley Commission to the President of the United States was a 
domestic matter and there had been no communication with the United 
States Government arising out of any of its recommendations. It 
was not possible to make any estimate in figures of the extent to which 
British exports to the United States might increase if the “ Buy 
American "’ Act were repealed, but it could be substantial having 
regard to the amount that was spent by Federal and other agencies 
on equipment that might be imported. 


Exports to U.S.S.R. and China 


Mr. Mackeson stated that 99,491 tons of rubber were licensed and 
exported to Russia from the United Kingdom and British Colonial 
territories in the twelve months ended October 31, 1952. Exports 
of tin to Russia were not subject to licence but were closely watched ; 
in the year ended July 31, the latest for which figures were available, 
exports from the United Kingdom and British Colonial territories 
amounted to 350 tons. There had been no exports to China of 
either rubber or tin from these sources since June 1951. 


Imports of Cloth from Italy 


Imports of cloth from Italy, as from all other countries outside the 
sterling area, were subject to quota restrictions, Mr. Mackeson said. 
These restrictions were, however, imposed to safeguard the balance 
of payments and not to protect United Kingdom industries from 
foreign competition. If we were to cut our traditional imports of 
cloth more severely than our payments position warranted, we should 
damage our commercial relations with the supplying countries and 
endanger the markets which they provided for our exports of 
manufactured goods. 


Inited Kingdom Trade Figures 


Asked the reason for the fal] in exports for the third quarter of 1952 
to £574 million from £689 million in the corresponding period of 
1951; and if he would make a statement on the position, Mr. 
Mackeson replied that, the two figures mentioned were not quite 
comparable. The first excluded, and the second included, the value 
of re-exports. Excluding the latter throughout, the value of United 
Kingdom exports fell from £656 million to £574 million between 
the two quarters mentioned. ‘The principal reason for this fall had 
been the general recession in consumer demand and the severe import 
restrictions imposed by many Sterling Area countries last spring 
following upon unusually large imports by them from the United 
Kingdom in the latter part of 1951 and the first quarter of 1952. 
These Sterling Area countries had to take drastic action to restore a 
balance in their external accounts which inevitably meant a sharp 
reduction in their imports from the United Kingdom. Exports to 
the non-sterling world as a whole had been fairly well maintained. 


Assistance for Shetland 


The President was asked if he would consider the possibility of 
giving assistance similar to that offered to the Buckie-Peterhead area 
to areas such as Shetland, which had suffered high and continuous 
unemployment for many years. Mr. Strauss replied that he was 
informed that, so far as their resources allowed, the Development 
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Commissioners would be prepared to consider on their merits pro- 
posals for schemes in Shetland or other rural areas from applicants 
eligible under the Development and Road Improvement Fund Act, 
1909, as amended. 


B.O.T. Controls Abolished or Modified 


Asked how many Statutory Instruments he had made during the 
past 12 months abolishing or moderating existing controls, Mr. Strauss 
replied “ Thirty-one, Sir.” 


Labelling of Goods 


The President was asked whether he was aware that, owing to the 
unsatisfactory position concerning the labelling of goods, irresponsible 
distributors were able to pass off on the public napped cotton goods 
as suede ; and whether, as the leather industry was disturbed by such 
practices, he would instruct the British Standards Institution regarding 
the urgent necessity of clarifying the position. 

Mr. Strauss replied that it was an offence under the Merchandise 
Marks Act, 1887, to apply to goods a false description as to the 
material of which they were composed or to sell goods to which such 
false description was applied. Any person could institute proceedings 
if he considered that the term “ suede ” was being wrongly applied. 
He understood that the British Standards Institution had circulated 
draft standards for cotton apparel cloths to all interests concerned, 
including the leather industry, and would no doubt consider any 
comments which might be received. 


Imports of Motor Cars 


Asked whether he was aware that, while French cars were imported 
into this country, there was no corresponding arrangement allowing 
the import of Britivh cars into France ; and what steps he was taking 
to correct this anomaly, Mr. Mackeson replied that, apart from a few 
cars in connection with the Motor Show, licences were not being 
issued for commercial imports of motor cars from any country. The 
second part of the question did not, therefore, arise. ‘The questioner 
might have in mind, however, the small production of cers assembled 
in this country from parts in the main imported from France. That 
was a long-standing arrangement and the firms concerned conformed 
to the same pattern of home and export trade as did other manu- 
facturers. 


Industrial Estates in Lanarkshire 


The total area of factory space on industrial estates in Lanarkshire 
and on the Queenslie Estate was 2,453,000 square feet and at the end 
of August the number of persons employed on these estates was 9,498, 
Mr. Strauss stated. In addition, there were factories on individual 
sites in Lanarkshire administered by Scottish Industrial Estates 
Limited, with a total area of 1,869,000 square feet, where at the end 
of August 5,966 persons were employed. Mr. Strauss gave the 
following list of the numbers employed in each industrial estate at 
the end of August (the latest date for which the information was

Trade with Saskatchewan 


Her Majesty’s Government welcomed the visit to this country of 
the Premier of Saskatchewan, Mr. Mackeson said, and both the 
President and himself looked forward to meeting him while he was 
here. They hoped that Mr. Douglas would be able to tell them how 
they could help, and that they could discuss with him ways of promot- 
ing United Kingdom trade and participation in the development of 
Saskatchewan's natural resources.

Exports of Coronation Mugs 


Mr. Mackeson said that there were no restrictions on the import 
into the Colonial Empire of Coronation mugs made in the United 
Kingdom ; and he was confident that the pottery industry could be 
relied upon to expedite exports of this ware without any special help 
from the Board of Trade. 


Imports of Sugar/Fat Mixtures and Piping Jelly 

The quotas fixed for the last six months of 1952 for imports from 
Western European and certain other non-sterling countries of sugar/fat 
mixtures and fondant were £1,000,000 and £750,000, respectively, 
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Mr. Mackeson stated. There was no quota for piping jelly, but 
certain licences had been issued to enable importers to fulfil contracts 
which they had entered into prior to the imposition of import restric- 
tions on this item. 

Imports of sugar/fat mixtures from the same countries in the last 
six months of 1951 amounted to 359,125 cwts., valued at £2,808,505. 
Imports of fondant and piping jelly were not ‘separately recorded in 
the official statistics. Imports of fondant in the calendar year 1951 
were estimated to have been £8 million. 


Prices of Imported Nylon Stockings 


Asked if he would consider increasing the controlled price of 
— nylon stockings for sale in this country, Mr. Strauss replied, 
“No, Sir.’ 


North Eastern Trading Estates 


Asked what was the total area of factory space in use in the North 
Eastern Trading Estates, Mr. Strauss replied, about ten million 
square feet. 


Export Incentives by Foreign Governments 


The President was asked whether his attention had been called to 
the difficulties confronting British exporters, particularly in the motor 
industry, as a result of export subsidies, overt and concealed, offered 
to foreign competitors by their national Governments ; and what 
protests he had made against these unfair practices. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that he was aware that certain export incentive 
schemes introduced by foreign Governments might be among the 
factors contributing to the increased competition which the motor 
vehicle and other industries were meeting in overseas markets. Her 
Majesty’s Government were opposed to the use of export subsidies, 
overt or concealed, and in all inter-governmental discussion of this 
subject it would remain their constant endeavour to secure that the 
freedom of Governments to use such subsidies was strictly limited. 


Merchandise Marks Act 


Asked in how many cases during the past 12 months his department 
had undertaken the prosecution of offences under the Merchandise 
Marks Act ; and with what result, Mr. Strauss replied, ‘‘ None, Sir.” 


Credit Facilities by British Exporters 


The President was asked whether his attention had been called to 
the difficulties confronting British exporters, particularly in the motor 
industry, as a result of the more favourable credit facilities offered by 
their foreign competitors ; and whether he would request the Export 
Credits Guarantee Corporation to adopt a more liberal policy in order 
to deal with such competition on a basis of equality. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that the Exports Credits Guarantee Depart- 
ment was not responsible for determining, for Exchange Control 
purposes, what credit facilities British exporters may offer. That 
was a matter for the Treasury acting on the advice of the Foreign 
Exchange Control Committee. 

As the President said on November 5, during the Debate on the 
Address, applications to offer extended credit terms were being dealt 
with sympathetically and Her Majesty’s Government were fully aware 
of the importance for maintaining the competitiveness of United 
Kingdom manufacturers in overseas markets. He was not aware 
that, within the limits approved by the Treasury, E.C.G.D. in any way 
restricted the terms of payment on transactions covered by their 
guarantee. If the questioner had evidence of any such cases, he 
would be pleased to look intothem. The questioner would, of course, 
realize that the cover E.C.G.D. could provide must be related to the 
capacity of overseas buyers to meet their obligations. 


Nylon Yarn for Stockings 


It was for the industry to decide what kinds of nylon yarn to use for 
the manufacture of stockings in the light of demand at home and 
overseas, Mr. Strauss said. He understood that at least half the 
supplies for the home market were made from the heavier yarn which 
wears well. 


Coronation Accommodation Committee 


The Coronation Accommodation Committee had ten members, 
Mr. Mackeson said, of which five were appointed by the British Travel 
and Holidays Association and five by the British Hotels and Restaur- 
ants Association. The special concern of the British Travel and 
Holidays Association was, of course, the welfare of visitors, while the

recently been seen bearing the label Jay Jay Pure Scotch Wool, 
thereby contravening the Merchandise Marks Act 


Mr. Strauss replied that it was not the practice of the Board to ; 
disclose information obtained under the Defence Regulations. The © 
President had asked for advice on whether the special circumstances © 


of this case could justify an exception. 
Nylon Stockings for Home Market 


Mr. Strauss said that in the first ten months of 1952 deliveries of © 
nylon stockings to the home market amounted to approximately ”

Mooring of Ships in Thames for Coronation 

Mr. Mackeson said he was informed by the Port of London 
Authority that they had accepted applications for six ships to be 
moored in the Thames during the Coronation period. These should 
provide accommodation for about 3,400 visitors. Enquiries had been 
made about mooring two other ships in the Thames, and the P.L.A. 
were willing to give favourable consideration to such applications. 


Utilization of Waste Paper 


AN OPN Na A LOE 


Mr. Mackeson said the present lower level of utilization of waste 


paper arose mainly from the fall in demand for the articles in which 
it was used as a raw material, but the Chancellor of the Duchy of 
Lancaster would always welcome any suitable means of i increasing its 
utilization. It was already used by paper and board mills in making 
a wide range of products. In particular, packaging boards and the 
cheaper wrapping papers were made almost wholly of waste paper, 
while newsprint also contained some. The use of too high a pro- 
portion would impair the quality of the finished product which had 
frequently to compete with foreign manufactures in both the home and 
export markets. Methods of increasing its use were more a matter 
for scientific and technical study than for administrative action. The 
Chancellor was, therefore, in touch with the British Paper and Board 
Makers’ Association as to possible ways of increasing the use of waste 
paper and some of the technical problems involved were now being 
studied by the British Paper and Board Industry Research Association. 


Directorate of Home Grown Flax 


Mr. Mackeson said that in the current year the Government’s Flax 
Production Scheme was expected to produce flax fibre, by-products 
and flax seed to the value of £833,000. 

Since October 1, 1951, the staff of the Directorate of Home Grown 
Flax has been reduced by 16 to 86, and the cost of it had been reduced 
accordingly. The Directorate was responsible for the growing of flax 
and the processing of it in ten Government-owned mills. Three 
of these were operated by the Directorate itself, and their supervisory 
and clerical staff at present numbering 38 were included in the staff 
of the Directorate. 

The examination to which he referred in his answer of August 1 
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was expected to result in a further reduction of the number of staff 
employed in the Directorate. 


Prices of Poles for Electricity Supplies 


Mr. Mackeson was asked, as representing the Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, if he was aware that the price of a 30 ft. medium 
pole suitable for electricity supply had risen in Price from {£6 5s. in 
July 1951 to £10 6s. delivered on the site at the present time ; and, 
as this rise in cost was prejudicing the extension of electricity supplies 
in country districts, what steps he was taking to get this price lowered. 

He replied that the Chancellor did not control the price of poles. 
Owing to the time required for selection and treatment the price of 
poles going into consumption was related to that paid for softwood 
about a year before, The increase to which the questioner referred 
reflected that which took place in the price of timber during 1951. A 
fall in the price of poles could be expected in due course corresponding 
to the reduction in timber prices in 1952, 


Ban on Newspaper Contents Bills 


Asked how much paper was saved by the ban on the display of 
printed contents bills by newspaper vendors, Mr. Mackeson replied 
that there were no figures available which would enable a precise 
estimate to be made of the tonnage of paper saved in this way, but 
the Newsprint Rationing Committee had always advised him that it 
was substantial. 


FRIDAY NOVEMBER 21 


British Film Production Fund 


Asked what information he had on the discussions in the film 
industry on the future of the British Film Production Fund ; and 
what action he proposed to take, Mr. Strauss said he had nothing to 
add to the answer which he gave on October 14, when he said that 
discussions on the future of the British Film Production Fund were 
taking place within the industry. 


MONDAY NOVEMBER 24 
E.C.G.D. and Brazilian Trade 


The total sum paid by Export Credits Guarantee Department in 
respect of its liabilities on exports to Brazil amounted during the 
current financial year to about {4:8 million Mr. Mackeson stated. 
It was estimated that at the present rate of payment, and provided 
that no unforeseen circumstances intervened, claims paid up to the 
end of March next would amount to about £15 million. On this basis 
the Department would still have to meet its liabilities in the next 
financial year on a further sum now estimated at approximately £15 
million. 

The total estimated commitments of the Export Credits Guarantee 
Department in respect of exports to Brazil amounted to about £32 
million, Mr, Mackeson added. 


Imports of American Oak 


The Secretary for Overseas Trade, as representing the Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster, was asked whether his attention had been 
drawn to an advertisement for the sale of American scantlings in the 
trade journal, a copy of which had been sent him ; and if he would 
prevent dollars being spent to import American oak wagon scantlings 
when the home-grown timber merchants were unable to dispose of 
their own stocks. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that American oak was imported by private 
traders in 1951, when sufficient hardwood for wagon repairing was 
not available from sterling sources. He was not in a position to say 
whether the American scantlings referred to in the advertisement 
sent him by the questioner were a residue of those imports, some of 
which were found unsuitable for their original purpose. 

So far as the future was concerned, the Railway Executive aimed 
at meeting their requirements from Australian jarrah, together with 
home-grown oak. ‘The possibility of using Colonial hardwoods was 
also being investigated. 

Imports of oak scantlings which cost dollars had been, and would 
continue to be, strictly controlled. 


Progress Payments to Government Contractors 


Asked why bank charges incurred by Government contractors, as 
a result of delay in payment of progress payments, were not admitted 
as 3 cost in departmental cost investigations, the Minister of Supply, 
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Mr. Duncan Sandys, replied that progress payments due under 
contracts were made within a few days of receiving contractors’ claims 
and the problem did not therefore arise. 


Development Schemes for Iron and Steel Industry 


Mr. Sandys was asked the total estimated cost of the development 
schemes to which the iron and steel industry was committed ; and 
what was the estimated cost of such schemes approved by the Iron 
and Steel Corporation. 

He replied that since the war the industry had entered into commit- 
ments in respect of schemes costing just under £400 million, of which 
about £320 million had already been spent, This included schemes 
approved by the Iron and Steel Corporation of Great Britain amount- 
ing to about £65 million. In addition, there were certain other 
schemes to which approval had been given so recently that no 
commitment had yet been entered into. 


Trading Activities of Furnishing Firm 


Thirteen questions were asked about the alleged illegal trading 
practices of a furnishing firm with shops in Sheffield, Manchester, 
Birmingham, Leeds, Nottingham, Portsmouth, Cardiff and Leicester. 
The Solicitor-General, Sir R. E. Manningham-Buller, replied that 
the Director of Public Prosecutions had been asked to investigate 
the case to which al! these questions referred. 


TUESDAY NOVEMBER 25 
Board of Trade Regional Organisation 


Asked how the staff of 816 in his regional organization compared 
with the staff in 1938-39, Mr. Strauss replied that the Board of Trade 
had no regional organization before the war. 


Deliveries of Nylon Stockings 


The average weekly deliveries of nylon stockings to the home 
market last month were 11 per cent. lese than in the second quarter 
of this year, when supplies were plentiful, Mr. Strauss stated. The 
decrease was accounted for by a welcome recovery in exports which 
niust continue to have first call on our production. 


Employment in Lanarkshire 


Everything practicable was being done to develop employment in 
Lanarkshire, as in other areas where there was a need, Mr. Strauss 
stated. A great deal of new industry had been introduced since the 
war, and the Board of Trade were continuing to encourage suitable 
new enterprises to set up in the area. 


Board of Trade Staff 


The President was asked what steps he had taken during 1952, and 
what steps he would take in 1953, in order substantially to reduce the 
costs of his department ; and if he would take steps to stop all trading 
activities. 

Mr. Strauss replied that all practicable steps to reduce the costs of 
the department had been and would be taken. For example, Utility 
schemes had been abolished, price controls reduced, census of 
distribution work deferred and many administrative economies 
effected. Notwithstanding extra work which had had to be under- 
taken, a staff saving of about 1,000 out of 8,300 in the current year 
was expected. 

The Board of Trade were not now engaged in any trading activities. 


Exports of Agricultural Machinery 


Her Majesty's Government had encouraged the expansion of 
agricultural machinery exports in many of the ways used to promote 
export production and trade generally, Mr. Mackeson stated. These 
included favourable treatment of the industry’s steel requirements, 
issue of building licences, provision of market information and export 
credit facilities. 

He was glad to take this opportunity of emphasizing the important 
contribution made to the export drive by the agricultural machinery 
industry. 


International Oil Agreements 


Asked whether the President would refer the international oil 
agreements of British oil companies to the Monopolies Commission 
for the specific purpose of investigating information which Her 
Majesty's Government considered contrary to international courtesy 
to produce to the United States Department of Justice, Mr. Strauss 


replied, ‘‘ No, Sir.” He would point out that under the Monopolies 
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and Restrictivé Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, reference 
to the Monopolies C ion which sought information about the 
affairs of the companies matketing oil in this country would have to 
be limited to the supply and processing of oil products in the United 
Kingdom and exports of oil products from the United Kingdom. 


Kilmarnock Industrial Estate 


The President was asked how many people were employed on 
Kilmarnock Industrial Estate ; how many of these were on short 
time ; and how this compared with October 1951. Mr. Strauss 
replied that there were only three firms located on the Kilmarnock 
Industrial Estate and he regretted that he could not give the informa- 
tion asked without violating the principle of treating information 
relating to individual concerns as confidential. 


Anglo-Brasilian Trade 


Mr. Mackeson said that as the President had already explained to 
the House in answer to questions on November 13, the difficult 
situation which had been reached in Anglo-Brazilian trade was causing 
Her Majesty’s Government considerable anxicty and was engaging 
constant attention. No official proposals had been submitted to the 
Government of Brazil but there had been discussions between Her 
Majesty’s Ambassador in Rio de Janeiro and the Brazilian Minister 
of Finance on this difficult problem. He was not, however, in a 
position to make any further statement at present. 


General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 


Asked if he would make a statement arising out of the recent 
discussions between the United Kingdom delegation and the other 
contracting parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
at their seventh session, Mr. Mackeson replied that a comprehensive 
account of the principal items of the recent Session was contained in 
the Board of Trade Journal on November 15. 


Sales of Wooden Furniture 


Asked if he would state the value of wooden furniture production 
for the latest available date, and the figure for the corresponding 
period last year, Mr. Strauss replied that the figures available covered 
only those firms which were licensed to manufacture Utility furniture, 
and showed the value of sales of wooden furniture, and not the value 
of production. 

For the quarter April-June 1952, the value of these sales was 
£23,783,000, cormpared with £32,048,000 in April-June 1951 (when 
activity in the furniture trade was abnormal). Complete figures were 
not yet available for the quarter July-September 1952, but it was 
estimated that the value of sales would be found to be about £23 
million, compared with £23,505,000 in July-September 1951. 


Building of Government-Financed Factories 


Asked what plans his départment had drawn for building 
Gover t-sp d factories in the new North-East Lancashire 
Development Area or in other scheduled development areas of 
Lancashire, including Westhoughton, which were desperately in 
need of a wider range of industry, Mr. Strauss said they wished to 
secure new industries for the proposed development area in North- 
East Lancashire and some preliminary enquiries had already been 
received. They would continue to do their utmost to attract suitable 
projects to this area and to the other Development Areas. When the 
Order had been made adding the new area to the Schedule, they 
would have the power to build Government-financed factories. If 
suitable applications were made by industrialists for such factories 
to be provided either in North-East Lancashire or in any of the 
development areas where additional employment was much needed, 
they would be considered sympathetically on their merits. North- 
Western Industrial Estates Limited would act as agents of the Board 
of Trade in the proposed new area. 
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Royalty Payments to Countries 
Outside the Scheduled Territories 


THE ATTENTION of firms, solicitors, ete., is drawn to the fact 
that it is necessary under the Exchange Control Act, 1947, for 

Bank of England consent to be obtained before royalty, service charge 
or similar payments may be made by United Kingdom interests to 
countries outside the Scheduled Territories, which at present comprise 
the British Commonwealth (except Canada), the British Trust 
Territories, the British Protectorates and Protected States, Burma, 
the Irish Republic, Iraq, Iceland, Jordan and Libya. Applications 
are submitted to the Bank of England through the applicants’ bankers. 

Experience has shown that much time and some disappointment 
can be saved if the draft agreement or other form of contract is 
submitted to the Bank before it is signed. Once its terms have been 
approved, the Bank of England will authorize remittances in con- 
formity with its terms. 

The Board of Trade are normally consulted by the Bank of England 
on the merits of the proposals and, to avoid delay, the draft or a copy 
of the agreement should be accompanied by the whole of the necessary 
information, which should include :— 


Particulars of Agreement 


Name and address of the other party to the agreement. 

Details of any relationship ( ial or otherwise) or existing © 
agreement between the parties to the agreement. 

Full description of the product or process covered by the agreement, 
including particulars of advantages (e.g., in time, cost, labour or 
materials) over similar products or processes. Where British patents 
and patents in the licensed territories are involved, their numbers 
should be quoted. 

Details of the manufacturing and selling rights under the agree- 
ment. Whether these are exclusive or non-exclusive, and to which 
countries they apply. Whether any restriction is placed on indirect 
exports, i.e., exports of goods incorporating the product covered by 
the agreement. Considerable importance is, of course, d to 
dollar earning or saving potential. . 

Particulars of the duration of the agreement. If the agreement is — 
to run for the life of any patents their expiry dates should be given. 

Full and precise details of the consideration payable.

The numbers of any 
building and import licences already obtained should be quoted.

The Story of Hong Kong 


“Hong Kong ”’ is the first book in the Corona Library, a series on 
Britain’s Dependencies, published by H.M. Stationery Office, which 
aims at providing between the Reports and Blue Books, of officialdom 
on the one hand and the writings of chance visitors on the other, 
something that should be authoritative yet readable, and that should 
give a vivid yet accurate picture on Hong Kong.

The objects of the book are to attract more business to the firms on 
the estates, particularly from overseas ; to attract new firms to a deve- 
loping area by recounting the successes of new firms settled there 
already ; to explain to people in the North East the importance to 
them of the 300 firms on the estate, and to serve as information for 
visitors from overseas, who always show considerable interest in what 
has been achieved on the Government-sponsored industrial estates.

Aerodynamics and Industry 


The National Physical Laboratory has been concerned with the 
investigation of the theory and practice of flight since 1918. During 
this time wind tunnel research has laid down principles of aero- 
dynamics that can also be used to solve industrial problems. They 
are described in “* Notes on Applied Science, No. 2,” published for 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research by H.M. 
Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches (price 
3s. 6d., by post 3s. 9d.). 

The principles apply to any stream of air, which is why there is a 
connection between aeroplanes in flight and problems such as the 
oscillations of a suspension bridge in the wind. Aerodynamic 
research has proved its value in such varied fields as wind pressure on 
buildings, the reduction of wind resistance on cars and trains, forced 
and natural ventilation and drying processes. 

A good deal of the N.P.L. work has been done on models in wind 
tunnels, Experiments are described on models of cars, which showed 
that there was a tendency for the front wheels to lift at high speeds. 
The car designs were modified. ‘There is also a section on the design 
of ducts to ensure a steady flow of air, especially round corners. 
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British Standards 


Electric Cables for Aircraft (Glass and Polychloroprene 
Insulated) 


B.S. E.21: 1952 specifies the requirements for the following four 
ranges of cables for use for wiring of aircraft circuits where the 
potential between conductors, or between a conductor and metal 
braid or the aircraft structure does not exceed 250 volts (r.m.s.) and 
1600 cycles per second :— 

(a) Pren:—Cable with a copper conductor and an insulation of 
glass braid and polychloroprene compound, for single core 
cables: twin and multicore cables have an overall finish of 
glass braid and lacquer. 

(b) Prenal :—Similar to the Pren range but with a conductor of 
aluminium instead of copper. 

(c) Prenmet :—Similar to the Pren range but with the addition of 
a metal braid. 

(d) Prensheath :—Twin and multi-core Pren cables sheathed with 
a polychloroprene compound in place of the lacquered glass 
braid. 

The current ratings quoted in the British Standard apply only when 
the cables are used in aircraft, and are nominal values. Actual 
ratings appropriate to various conditions of installation in aircraft 
are given in Section J of British Civil Airworthiness Requirements. 
The cables do not support combustion but they should not be 
regarded as complying with the requirements of British Standard 
G. 100, ‘‘ General requirements for electrical equipment and indicating 
instruments for aircraft,” in regard to fire resistance. Price 3s. 6d. 


Glossary of Terms (with Symbols) Relating to the Welding 
and Cutting of Metals 


B.S. 499 : 1952 is a revised edition of the Standard issued in 1939. 
The considerable increase in the application of welding which resulted 
from the war and the many new techniques developed since the 1939 
edition of B.S. 499 have necessitated a much more comprehensive 
treatment of the subject than was given previously. 

The largest sections are those relating to welding with pressure and 
to fusion welding. These deal fully with the terminology applicable 
to the techniques and equipment. The separate section on testing 
contains many terms which have an application to diverse welding 
practices and by giving greater prominence to preferred terms it 
encourages general use. 

The Scheme of symbols in Section 7 (which has already been 
published separately) represents a considerable advance on that given 
in the appendix to the 1939 edition. As previously announced, this 
scheme differs radically from former procedure in order to comply 
with the general move towards achieving greater co-ordination 
between American, Canadian and British practice which originated 
at the Ottawa Conference in 1945. 

The Standard also includes the publication known previously as 
B.S. 449: Part 2 which deals with those terms relating to imperfec- 
tions in welds which are appropriate for radiographic examination.

CODES OF PRACTICE 


Water Supply 


THE Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings has now issued 
in final form Code 310 “‘ Water Supply.” It has been drawn up by a 
Committee convened by the Institution of Water Engineers on behalf 
of the Council, and is a revision, following comments received, of 
the draft code previously issued. 

This Code deals with water supplies to all types of buildings, 
either directly from wells, boreholes, rivers and similar natural 
sources, or through the agency of a Public Water Undertaking. The 
Code strongly recommends that, in all but the simplest cases of 
connection to a Water Undertaking’s mains, expert advice should be 
obtained when choosing the source of supply and planning the 
system. 

The Code carries the usual warning that, in the present abnormal 
conditions, it may not be practicable to carry out all the recommenda- 
tions.

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 
New Possibilities for British Goods in Peruvian Market

eee the Overseas Economic Survey of Peru was published in 
July this year, new possibilities for the sale of British goods have 

arisen, first, through the enactment of a Petroleum Law encouraging 
the further exploitation of Peru’s oil deposits, and second, by the 
granting of two loans to Peru by the International Bank, totalling 
U.S. dollars 3,800,000. Apart from these new openings, there con- 
tinues to be a useful market for a wide range of products. 

Good quality pottery and hardware are continuing to sell well, 
despite a tariff increase earlier this year. Amongst the most promising 
of other lines at present are pharmaceutical preparations, surgical 
goods, X-ray apparatus, sanitary ware, and high-class toilet prepara- 
tions. The last-named constitute an exception to the general rule 
that price is the main consideration, for in this instance it is quality 
not price that tells. This means that the exporter must be prepared 
to spend an adequate amount on publicity, both for the initial build-up 
and to maintain the product in the public eye. 

To revert to the opening provided by the Petroleum Law, it must 
be realised that the foreign companies which up to the present have 
taken a leading part in developing Peru’s mineral resources mostly 
have their own well-established sources of supply for their equipment. 
Exploitation of petroleum was no exception to this general rule. But 
the Petroleum Law promulgated last March not only presents attrac- 
tions to foreign companies which have not previously been active in 
Peru, but also offers certain special advantages to national enterprises. 
An impulse has consequently been given to the formation of a number 
of Peruvian petroleum enterprises, and these have already obtained 
concessions in areas which, according to competent judges, are likely 
to contain worthwhile oil deposits. To prospect and exploit these 
deposits the Peruvian companies concerned will need to purchase 
their equipment abroad. In addition, there is no reason to overlook 
the opportunity of selling U.K. equipment to the various non- 
Peruvian companies interested, if prices and delivery dates compare 
favourably with those from other countries. 


Port Improvements 


Of the two loans made to Peru by the International Bank, the first, 
of 2} million U.S. dollars, is destined for the improvement of the 
port of Callao. A substantial part of this sum has already been devoted 
to the purchase of material in the United States, but there are still 
possibilities for the sale of various types of handling equipment. In 
addition, a National Harbour Plan, which is at present under con- 
sideration, may give rise to opportunities in connection with the con- 
struction of a new port in Northern Peru and the maintenance or 
improvement of other ports. 

The national agricultural plan mentioned in the latest Economic 
Survey of Peru is now under way. Priority is being given to the 
expansion of meat production, and it is proposed to spend nearly 
£5 million on this project before the end of 1956, chiefly on livestock, 
fencing and the development of stock farms and cold storage facilities. 
The second loan granted to Peru by the International Bank, amounting 
to 1,300,000 U.S. dollars, is to be spent on agriculrural equipment, 
including the expansion of the system whereby the Government 
maintain pools of agricultural machinery for the use of farmers. 
Although United States tractors and their complementary equipment 
are strongly established, some headway is being made by certain 
United Kingdom types, and there is no reason why sales should not 
be further increased if attention is paid to the particular requirements 
of this market. United Kingdom agricultural implements of the 
smaller kind find a ready sale. 


Schemes for Irrigation 


A number of irrigation projects are in hand: the most notable at 
present is the diversion of the river Quiroz, in Northern Peru, which 
it is hoped will greatly improve the water supply to the Piura valley, 
source of the high quality Pima cotton. Up to now, production of this 
type of cotton has been very irregular, owing to periodical droughts, 


but it is expected that the new irrigation system should start to work 
towards the end of 1953 and that by the end of the following year the 
valley should be enjoying its benefits. There is a possibility here of 
increasing the present sales of pumps and other machinery. Foreign 
manufacturers are understood to be investigating this field. 

Peru’s economy—and the purchasing power of the population—is 
still increasing, and there has been a budget surplus in each of the 
last three years. The Peruvian market, though relatively small, has 
the big advantage of being free from restrictions. With only one or 
two exceptions, imports are not subject to licence, and through the 
Payments Agreement of 1948, renewed in 1951, trade between Peru 
and Great Britain is normally conducted in sterling. Sterling is 
bought and sold in a free and fluctuating foreign exchange market, 
and for purposes of general calculation the rate of exchange may be 
taken as averaging about 40 soles to the pound. The availability of 
sterling varies constantly, as there is no central reserve fund which 
can mop up the surplus when sterling is plentiful, or which can feed 
it into the market at times when United Kingdom purchases of 
Peruvian exports have been low. The latter has been the position 
during most of this year, since United Kingdom purchases of cotton, 
which normally account for roughly one third of the crop, and which 
make their effect felt mainly between May and October, have been 
small. The resulting comparatively high sol/sterling exchange rate 
has naturally reacted unfavourably on the prices of United Kingdom 
goods in terms of soles and made it more difficult for them to face 
competition, especially from Europe. 

It is unfortunately a fact, too, that the market tends in general to be 
overstocked. The heavy purchases which were made in the second 
half of 1950 and in 1951 are not yet fully worked off, and business in 
certain lines, especially motor vehicles, electrical goods, bicycles, and 
cutlery is sluggish. Collections tend to be slow, particularly in the 
South, a region of which Arequipa is the distributing centre, and 
which is suffering from the present weakness in the demand for its ~ 
principal export, wool. But the rate of foreign collections in the © 
country as a whole is being well maintained. The racion de © 
Comerciantes has recently held a meeting to discuss what could be © 
done about the increase in the number of documents protested. At 
the same time, it is hardly necessary to say that there are very many 
firms of excellent reputation with whom the United Kingdom exporter ~ 
can confidently deal. : 


Importance of Delivery Dates 


With a few exceptions United Kingdom exports to Peru face strong 
competition as regards price, quality, delivery dates and terms of 
payment from many quarters, including notably United States and 
German firms, though the latter themselves complain of United 
States competition particularly from West Coast firms, which have 
the advantages of lower freight rates because of not having to pay the 
high dues for passing through the Panama C. German firms 
have nevertheless made rapid progress in the last eighteen months and 
are working hard to increase their sales all over the country. A certain 
amount of Japanese competition is beginning to develop, and although 
it is not substantial at present, the possibility and extent of its growth 
in the future must not be underrated. ‘To meet and overcome their 
competitors, United Kingdom exporters must, besides maintaining 
the quality of their products at a high level, aim at the best possible 
delivery dates and, of course, competitive prices. An exception to 
this latter consideration is formed by the relatively small class of 
luxury goods, particularly toilet preparations, for which, as was 
mentioned earlier, price is apt to become a sec consideration, 
the primary one being the reputation of the product. But in general 
price is of the greatest importance. ; 

For selling all types of goods, personal contact is very valuable 
and the cost of sending a representative to Peru should be repaid by 
the increased volume of orders produced by the visit. In cases where 
a visit by a representative is not possible, rapid and efficient attention 
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to correspondence is most important. Complaints have been received 
from Peruvian firms that, if they write in Spanish, there is either a 
very long delay before they receive an answer or they get none at all. 
In many such cases the Peruvian firms would probably be content to 
receive replies in English provided that they could continue to write 
in Spanish. Another factor of considerable importance is to have 
catalogues, advertising material and instruction booklets printed in 
Spanish and, where applicable, using the metric system. In this 
connection it is worth noting that foreign competitors, particularly 
United States firms, seem in general a good deal better than 
United Kingdom firms at keeping their representatives in Peru 
up to date with details of price modifications, changes in specifica- 
tions and list numbers of spare parts, and similar information. 

The Peruvian market is well worth cultivating but, since it is free 
from import restrictions, it is highly competitive. Where United 

ingdom firms can neither undersell foreign competitors nor offer 
better deliveries—and this is often the case—they must be outbid by 
the offer of better quality and service so that if the customer does 
“buy British” he will “be proud of it.”

France and Colombia 


THE French Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I'Industrie of 

November 13 published details of a trade arrangement between 
France and Colombia, signed in Bogota on October 16, 1952, and 
valid for one year, which provides for the import into France of coffee 
to the value of 5 million United States dollars and for the import into 
Colombia from France of certain goods to the value of 1-5 million 
United States dollars (e.g., dried fruits, wines, silk ribbons, velvets 
and plushes, glass, porcelain and stone wares, domestic radio-receiving 
apparatus (except television), motor vehicles not exceeding 1,240 kg. 
and motorized bicycles), which are only admitted if they originate 
in and come from countries which have a reasonably balanced trade 
account with Colombia or which have concluded special trade arrange- 
ments with the Colombian authorities. 

Goods imported by either country under the present arrangement 
may not be re-exported to a third country unless prior provision 
is made in an exchange of notes.

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Indian Tariff Commission Enquiries 
Titanium Dioxide 


THe United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of Resolution No. 1-T(21)/52 of November 11, 
1952, which states that the Central Government has referred to the 
‘Tariff Commission for enquiry and report the question of the grant of 
protection (whether by the grant of subsidies or the levy of protective 
duties or in any other suitable form) for the encouragement of 
Titanium dioxide (titanium pigments) manufacturing industry in 
India. 
In doing so the Commission will take into consideration :-— 
the demand for “anatase” and “rutile” titanium dioxide 
pigments in the country by all consuming industries ; 
how far other pigments such as lithopone can be replaced by 
indigenous titanium dioxide; and 
the extent of imports of other competing commodities such as 
white pigments.

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Burmese Sales Tax Act 


HE Government of the Union of Burma has made a new law 

relating to commercial taxation to be called the “‘ Sales Tax Act, 
1952.” This law has effect from October 1, 1952, and repeals, as 
from that date, the ‘‘ General Sales Tax Act, 1949,” with the exception 
of Sections 21, 22 and 23 of that Act. Under the old Act taxes were 
collected at multiple stages, under the new Act taxes will be collected 
at a single point which in the case of imports will be at clearance by 
the Customs Department and will be payable by the importer. 

Two rates of tax will be levied, a discount rate, when the tax is paid 
at the point of customs clearance, and a deferred rate when the tax 
is paid within three months of clearance or on the disposal of the 
goods by the importer. 

All imports will be classified by the Sales Tax Rules, 1952, issued 
under Section 28 of the Act, under four headings and will be taxed 
on their “ landed value” as follows :—

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O.G. Licence Cancelled by Pakistan 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Karachi has tele- 

graphed the text of a Press Note published in the Pakistani news~- 
paper Dawn on November 23. The effect of this notice, which reads 
as follows, is to cancel with immediate effect Open General Licence 
No. XIV (see Board of Trade Journal of August 23, 1952, page 379):— 


The Government have had under constant review the external 
financial position and have from time to time taken appropriate measures 
to safeguard it. These measures have already begun to take effect and 
the balance of payments position is gradually improving. It is essential, 
however, that adequate safeguards be taken to see that actual expendi- 
ture on imports is as close to the estimates as practicable under the open 
general licence system, in which there is an inherent element of incal- 
culability, It has, therefore, been decided that the present O.G.L. 
(XIV) should be ¢ lied with i diat ect. Governmen 
however, wish to make it clear that this cancellation will not entai 
any difficulties in the importation of essential industrial requirements. 

According to Public Notice No. 21(52)/1 (Import Trade Control), 
dated November 24, 1952, all importers who had opened confirmed 
irrevocable Letters of Credit on or before November 22, 1952, for 
goods which were on O.G.L. XIV, will be permitted to import such 
goods without an import licence, provided that :— 


(i) The goods are shipped on or before the last date of expiry of 
the Letters of Credit concerned. 


(ii) The goods are of the same description as is given in the Letters 
of Credit concerned. 

(iii) The goods are shipped by the beneficiaries specified in the 
Letters of Credit concerned. 

(iv) The copy of each Letter of Credit concerned, signed and 
certified by the manager of the bank in Pakistan, is produced 
before Customs Authorities at the time of filing Bills of Entry 
for clearance of goods. 


(v) The c.i.f. value of the goods shipped does not exceed the c.i.f. 
value outstanding against the letter of credit concerned. For 
this purpose importers will be required to produce before the 
Customs Authorities a certificate signed by the manager of 
the bank through which the Letters of Credit were opened. 


In the case of machinery®, items which were on O.G.L. XIII or XIV 
for which Letters of Credit were not required to be opened, imports 
will be permitted without an import licence provided such items are 
shipped on or before December 31, 1952. Where importers had 
made genuine commitments for such items for shipment after 
December 31, 1952, they will be required to obtain commitment 
licences. 

In regard to chemicals®, imports of which were also exempted from 
the cover of Letters of Credit, it has been decided to allow import of 
chemicals which were on O.G.L. XIV without a licence provided 
they are shipped on or before December 1, 1952. | Where importers 

made genuine commitments for chemicals during the currency 
of O.G.L. XIV for shipment after December 1, 1952, they will be 
required to apply for commitment licences. 


Importers whose tenders have been accepted by the Director- 
General of Supply and Development or any other purchasing depart- 
ment of the Pakistan Government for the supply of items which were 
on O.G.L. XIV, will be required to approach the Director-General 
of Supply and Development or the purchasing department of the 
Pakistan Government concerned for the purpose of obtaining import 
licences on Government account according to the prescribed procedure 
for such licences.
